Russia (with a stern portrait of 
Lenin), Isle of Man, Germany, 
France, West Africa, England (a 
five-pound note). Japan and Cana- 
da. 


There's also a number of types 


of U.S. occupation currency from 
World War II. 


The money ranges from rather 


drab Japanese occupation curren- 
cy from World War II to delicately 
colored French bills that are al- 
most works of art.

Methodist Bishops Unite 
To Attack 'Accusations' 


ST. SIMONS ISLAND, Ga. ttt-Bishops of the Methodist church have 


united in a solemn attack on "irresponsible accusation" in the United 
States. 


"There are people—some of them 


in our .church—who are being made 
to believe: false statements about 
their leaders until the human mind 
is filled with suspicion and the 
human spirit Is \shackled." the 
churchmen declared Friday. 


Areas of freedom'of speech and 


thought are being narrowed all 
over the world, the bishops said, 
adding: 


"In Communist hands thought 


control uses the techniques of ab- 
solute censorship, spying of secret 
x>lice, torture, imprisonment and 
Jesth. 


"la our land, where we protest 


against such types of control, self 
appointed guardians of the liber- 
ties we want for ourselves snd all 
men may, by the calling of names, 
unfounded accusations, and the as- 
sertion of guilt by association, de- 
stroy the priceless heritage they 
claim to defend." 


In such 'an atmosphere, said a 


statement drawn up by the Council 
of Bishops at a meeting here, 
"suspicion becomes fear, fear be- 
comes hatred, and hatred sets a 
man against hit neighbor, friend 
and brother."

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U.S. Envoy 
Walks Out 
Of Session 
Reds' Accusations 
'Final Straw,'Says 
U. S. Envoy Dean 


PANMUNJOM UP)—U. S. 


envoy Arthur Dean abruptly 
broke off negotiations to set 
up a Korean peace Conference 
today and angrily walked out 
in. the midst of a marathon 
Communist harangue. 


Dean said the final straw was 


a charge that Uie United States 
connived with South Korea in the 
release of 27,000 anti-Red. Korean 
war prisoners from Allied stock- 
ades ast June. 


Dean said he treated the Com- 


munist charge "as a reason to 
break off the talks ... 


"I said they had accused my 


government of perfidy and that 
unless it was withdrawn I would 
Interpret it as a motion on their 
side to indefinitely recess," tho 
U. S. envoy told newsmen. 


Want* Apology 


He emphasized that only a di- 


rect request from the Communists, 
coupled with a full retraction of 
the charge, could get the seven- 
weck-old preliminary peace ne- 
gotiations under way again. 


Asked if he was going to Wash- 


ington, he replied: 
' 


,"I don't know." 
It was reported Friday that th« 


spokesman for 17 nations which 
fought lnv Korea, probably > would 
return1 to the United States be- 
fore Christmas, leaving the stale- 
mated negotiations in charge of 
his chief assistant. 


In Washington, a state depart- 


ment., spokesman'said there would 
be no comment before cabled re- 
ports of the -break-off had reached 
the capital and officials had a 
chance to study them. 


Dean's walkout ended a 6 hour 


45 minute session, the longest Bine, 
the talks began Oct. 26. 


• Became "Insulting" 


The Reds became "ruder and 


ruder, more and more insulting 
and more arrogant" as the long 
session wore on, Dean said. 


"It 
was evident," he added? 


"that they wanted to become so 
rude and so arrogant as to force 
discontinuance of the talks." 


He said the Communists may 


have wanted to break off the ne- 
gotiations because they want "to 
escape their responsibility under 
the armistice agreement for a 
unified Korea." 


"It is obvious that they arc now 


doing everything they can to pre- 
vent the unification of Korea," ha 
added. 
• 


Shortly after 'the record session 


opened Dean accused the Commu- 
nists of 
holding American and 


South Korean war prisoners as 
slave laborers in China and Man- 
churia, 


Read Agreement 


Dean told newsmen he and Pres- 


ident Syngman 
Rhee of South 


Korea reached an agreement in 
talks Friday on a course for tho 
preliminary peace negotiations. He 
said he reviewed the progress of 
the talks during the past week and 
"Rhee and I saw completely ey« 
to eye on the preliminary talks." 


Dean added, however, that Rheo 


reserved some doubts about in- 
viting neutral nations to the con- 
ference. 


The deadlocked talks have been 


"tottering for weeks. Neither tho 
Allies nor the Reds would 'budge 
from their position on the role 
Russia will play in Uie peace con- 
ference. 


Red China and North Korea 


have Insisted that the Soviet Union 
attend as a nonvoting neutral ob- 
server. Dean has refused to re- 
treat from his insistence that Rus- 
sia attend as a full participant, 
bound by the terms of a treaty 
if one is signed.

Color Moderrikes Boxy Old House

NEW YORK —(NBA)— In re- 


doing her four-room railroad flat, 
novelist Barbara Frost found that 
her most pressing problem was a 
paint job. 


The last time the walls had seen 


paint waa three years before. At 
that time, the whole apartment 
had been painted a dingy green. 
It waa not a shade calculated to 
make the dark rooms look lighter. 


Even the fireplace in the living 


room was covered with a green 
paint. (This fireplace waa a further 
eyesore because of the chairs par* 
tially blocking it.) 


Barbara chose her paint colors 


by using the color schemes offered 
in a famous style guide and color 
companion put out by a well-known 
paint company. This book, avail- 
able through dealers, was a real 
aid to her since she was acting as 
her own decorator and had to work 
out a color plan for each room her- 
self. 
, 


She picked Bermuda turquofse 


(a pale but intense blue) for the 
first three rooms (living room and 
two bedrooms), using white for the 
ceilings in order to make the nar- 
row rooms appear wider. The fire- 
place got several coats of white 
paint, too, for contrast against the 
blue of the walls.

The huge kitchen, which had 


been a hard, ugly yellow, was 
turned a soft, daffodil yellow that 
held and reflected the sun that 
came in at the one window. 


Barbara did not attempt to do 


the painting herself. Though she 
knew that many women could and 
did paint whole apartments, she 
felt that she preferred to trim her 
budget by making all of her slip- 
covers and drapes. 


She also called in expert help 


when she had decided it was essen- 
tial to have a room divider that 
would permanently mark off the

She picked an opaque glass brick 


wall for several very good reasons. 
Kirst. it would permit her much 
more privacy: second, it would not 
diminish daylight in the rooms and 
third, it could be installed as a 
rigid, permanent fixture. 


The wall was put in at half- 


height and half-width of the arch, 
leaving a passageway wider than 
an ordinary door. Best of all, it 
made the whole apartment look 
wider, more like a home and far 
lessJUke a railroad flat. 


To maintain this illusion of 


width, Barbara had her Venetian 
blinds installed at all windows and 
matched in color to the exact 
shade of the walls.- A different 
color would have narrowed the 
rooms and chopped them up still 
further.

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Rugs were her next large prob-

This is espe- 
cially true when there is a bright- 
ly colored door, or other area of 
light color near ground level, to 
attract the eye.

nomical because building mate 
rials cost about the. same regard' 
less of the color.selected and be 
cause color is built into many 
modern materials at the factory, 
obviating the need for painting 
later. For instance, asphalt shin- 
gles, which are widely used for re- 
roofing, arc available in pastel and 
conventional colors covering the 
entire spectrum. 


Emphasis on horizontal lines 


also will make a house seem lower 
and broader. This can be done by 
appropriate selection of siding ma- 
terial and by proper arrangement 
of window boxes and other deco- 
rative accessories. 


If a house has window shutters 


height can be de-emphasized by 
painting first-floor shutters in 
color that contrasts to the side- 
avails and painting second-floor 
shutters to match the body color 
of the house. This draws the view- 
er's eye to the lower level.

Big Three Show Unity Despite 


Variations in Opinion 


The decision of the Big Three at Bermuda to meet the 


Russians in conference at Berlin was entirely predictable. 
Yet this outcome can be misinterpreted in two important 


For one thing, it does not signify perfect unanimity 


among the Big Three. Both Prime Minister Churchill and 
French Premier Laniel are more confident than President 
Eisenhower that a meeting with the Soviet Union will pro- 
duce some progress toward an easing of world tensions. 
• 
• • 


The United States has yielded on this score because it 


now understands that France will do nothing toward approv- 
ing the European defense army until the four-power confer- 
ence idea has had a fresh trial. Inasmuch as no full-fledged 
meeting of this sort has been held since 1947, we perhaps 
do not have too much to lose in going along with France and 
Britain to see what might come of it. 


On the other hand, at Bermuda there was more unity 


than these difference of expectation would suggest. 


For one thing, Britain and France appear in solid sup- 


port of the president's notion that any conference must be 
limited to the paramount subjects of Germany and Austria. 
The Big Three does not intend to allow the agenda to be 
broadened to global dimensions. 


Furthermore, all three governments agree that Moscow 


must not be permitted to drag the talks out interminably 
without sincere negotiation. We are giving Russia an hon- 
est opportunity to demonstrate that it wants to relax cold 
war strain. If it attempts to use this chance merely for its 
own propaganda purposes, the Kremlin will evidently be cut 
short by the Allies. 
• 
• 
• 


This country is not yet convinced that the Russians had 


anything in mind but political tactics when they agreed to 
a no-strings parley. They had earlier declined such a meet- 
ing. But the world reaction to that was so damaging that 


> the Reds turned about. Naturally, it is fair supposition that 
they simply want the appearance of honest negotiation — 
not the real thing. 


One of the achievements of Bermuda is that, in return 


for our going along with the conference idea, the British and 
French promise to call a halt the moment it becomes clear — 
if it should — that our suspicions are correct. All things con- 
sidered, that's a pretty fair, country variety of working unity. 


Missed Opportunity 


The case of Walter Reuther, head of the CIO, is rather 


a sad one. You might say it's an 'example of missed oppor- 
tunity. 


As the leader of one of the nation's great labor federa- 


tions, Reuther could be an economic statesman. He chooses 
instead to make himself a narrow, partisan labor politician. 
And in doing so he must forfeit the right to the wide audi- 
ence he would like to command. 


Right now he's chiding President Eisenhower for "not 


doing enough" to avert an economic slump. Not long ago he 
was implying that the American worker had been brought 
•close to ruin by the GOP administration, though he offered 
no facts in support. 


During the recent CIO convention, Reuther and other 


organization leaders frankly made no effort to appraise the 
Harry Dexter White case factually. They just went in search 
of ammunition useful in defending former President Truman. 


Reuther sees President Eisenhower as a "tragic figure." 


He saw him that way shortly before he broke all records 
with 34 million votes at the polls. 


Possibly the real tragedy is that a key labor leader can 


see no wiser course of leadership than to make of himself 
the de facto head of the Democratic party's labor division. 
Reuther is looking through the wrong end of the telescope.

In 1M7 a stone school was built behind the Nachusa 


House »t the present location of Trader's Motor Sales, 
212 Hennepin avenue. Henry T. Noble served as an early 
teacher and received $40 a month. When the school be- 
cnmo overcrowded, ho divided the children Into a pri- 
mary nnd nn upper grade department. The primary 
group, with Miss Jane Herrlck, moved to n room in the 
courthouse. The first graded classes (first grade, sec- 
ond grade, third grade, etc.) were started by Wilhnm 
Harge in 1854. 
Ho served ns principal of two schools 


from ISM to 1859. The stone school became overcrowded 
and a new school, the Union school, was built in 1855. It 
was located on Pcoria avenue where the new Lutheran 
church stands now. It was a two-story brick building, 
and for tho first time in the state of Illinois, patent 
school furniture was used. At this time Dixon's popula- 
tion was about 3,000. 


In 1851 a school was opened in North Dixon in the 


home of Amos Bosworth on Crawford (Brinton) avenue. 
(It has not been muny years since the chalk rails could 
be seen in the bedrooms of this fine home.) 
In 1850 


there were but three houses in North Dixon and yet four 
years later there were 70 homes and the school was large 
enough to accommodate 130 pupils,

The Dlxon Collegiate Institute wan begun In 


the basement of the Lutheran church, which stood 
on Crawford avenue between Third street and 
Fourth street, In 1855. 
After an endowment of 


$33,000 was- secured, the cornerstone of the Dixon 
Collegiate Institute was laid In Bluff Park on East 
Second street. 
The Presbyterian*, under Rev. 


W. W. Harsha, used It for a college. It was In- 
corporated In 1857 and Mr. and Mrs. E. C. Smith 
nnd Jennie Backus were on the faculty. 
After 


noine misfortune, the Presbyterians abandoned It, 
nnd In 1861 a Rev. C'oolcy of Wisconsin bought It 
and established a seminary for girls. Then it went 
Into the hands of two Methodist ministers who 
called It the Dixon Seminary. It was successful 
for a while and had a large enrollment. In 1875 
the name wa* changed to Kock River University. 
Public schools were becoming very useful, so useful, 


in fact, that in a town of Dixon's size, private schools 
were too costly. So after more reverses the title passed 
to George L. Schuler. The university building stood idle 
for years. People, who desired, lived in its rooms with- 
out interference. 
Finally, because it was feared to be 


unsafe, the building was torn down. Many people today, 
looking toward hospital hill, are unaware that 55 years 
ngo a beautiful university building, which could be seen 
from afar, sat on that hill. 


A private girls' seminary was set up In a frame 


house near the Illinois Central depot by Rev. J. W. 
Downing in 1857. 
It was Episcopalian. 
Again an at- 


tempt at private education failed. 


In 1858 a high schpol department was established in 


the old Methodist church on Second street (still standing), 
with A. H. Fitch as principal. In 1862 Ell C. Smith was 
elected principal of the high school and superintendent of 
schools. 


Dlxon's school population wa* growing so fast 


that a new and more adequate building was pro- 
posed. When completed I" 1800 on Seventh street, 
it was called the Ked Brick school, but Its name 
was changed to E. C. Smith school In honor of lt» 
principal. Frank Stevens In his "History of Ix-e 
County" says, "For the year ending .July St. 1871, 
the Dixon schools consisted of ten grades—pri- 
mary. Intermediate, grammar nnd high schools. 
The, course of study contemplated ten grades, one 
year to each until high school wan reached, and 
four jears for it." 
The E. C. Smith school served the community well ns 


high school and grade school until 1938 when its pupils 
were transferred to the new Lincoln Elementary School. 
The Smith school was torn down, and at present, there 
are tennis courts on its site. 


In 1868 North Central School in North Dixon was 


built. The grade system was installed by its first prin- 
cipal, John V. Thomas. 
Quoting from Frank Stevens' 


"History" again we find him saying: "While early schools 


were called public schools, at first they were of a private 
nature, paid for by private subscription and supported by 
tuition." This first North Central building served as a 
grade school and a high school until 1900 when a new 
high school building was completed just west of the 
original building. Today the high school building is used 
for the kindergarten (established in Dixon in 1902) and 
the primary grades.

In your local paper of Dec, 4, 


1953, you printed an item showing 
the regret and disgust of the citi- 
zens of DeKalb, 111., because after 
a long period of years since the 
death of Mr. Haish. 28 years ago, 
he left a will giving a memorial 
hospital to DeKalb, and the execu- 
tors of his will had as yet done 
nothing about it and were freely 
spending the money for their own 
use. 


Among other items you mention- 


ed that Mr. Haish claimed to be 
the "inventor" of barbed wire. Not 
so, he was associated with a Mr. 
Elwood, under the name of El- 
wood and Haish, who built and 
operated a factory that did make 
'Glidden Steel Barb Wire." The 
operation and sale of the wire 
made them immensely rich, how- 
ever, the invention of the Glidden 
wire is another story. 


Long years ago, likely 70 years 


or more, in the outskirts of De- 
Kalb, lived a man named Glidden. 
He had a small patch of land and 
kept a cow. His cow was like 
many people, wanted freedom to 
go where she pleased. She fre- 
quently and repeatedly broke down 
the fence. It required lots of time 
and extra work for Mr. Glidden to 
round up the cow and mend the 
fence. He began to think of some 
way to try to prevent further out- 
breaks. He tried putting up a cou- 
ple lines of wire, in addition to the 
boards. It did help some but the 
cow still broke out. 


The Gliddens, like many other 


families, had a grindstone, a 
crank handle with knob on one end 
to hold the lever of a treadle to 
be pushed by the foot on the other 
side. Mr. Glidden thought out a 
plan. He took a iong line of wire 
and made a U end and doubled it. 
He hooked the U over the knob on 
the treadle side'of the stone and 
had his wife 
turn the handle 


around a few times. Each revolu* 
lion gave the double wire a twist. 
He would then say, "stop" while 
he cut diagnonally a short length 
from another wire. This short wire 
with the two sharp points he twist- 
ed around, one of the wires with 
points sticking out at right angles. 
Then to the wife, "now turn it 
again." 
^ 


This slow tedious job was con- 


tinued for a long time till enough 
wire, with the crude barbs attach- 
ed could stretch a couple of times 
around the enclosure. It did the 
trick. The - cow wanted freedom, 
but did not want to be hurt and 
scratched. 


A neighbor told Mr. Glidden to 


patent it but he had no money. 
Hera is where Elwood and Haish 
came in. They advanced the money 
to get a patent for Glidden Steel 
Barb Wire. They then started to 
manufacture it. They set up a ma- 
chine and made it right on the spot 
at every county fair in northern 
Illinois. It was rolled onto 80 rod 
spools and sold direct to the farm- 
ers in attendance, one to a family. 


At the same fairs our local L. W. 


Mitchell of the Trinket Farm show- 
ed his Shetland ponies. Glidden 
Steel Barb Wire and the poniei 
captured the show for the entir* 
fairs. (DeKalb Chronicle pleasi 
note.)

Curtain Problem* 


Our changing trend of architec- 


ture toward the use of more and 
larger glass areas has created cur- 
tain problems that did not exist 
a few years back. Curtains more 
than ever need to control light, in- 
crease privacy as well as often the 
affect of the interior. We are get- 
ting an increase in the variety and 
design of Curtain materials as a 
result. 


Seeing this need for help, the U. 


S. Dept. of Agriculture has issued 
a new 49-page bulletin on "Win- 
dow Curtains — Making and Hang- 
ing." It is to be a guide to home 
economics leaders and teachers, 
and others who help women with 
their home furnishing problems. 


In making curtains the first im- 


portant fact is to plan for yardage. 
How wide and how long? Use a 
yardstick or steel tape for measur- 
ing. Each window needs to be 
measured because often windows 
that look alike really are different 
sizes. Curtains may be made to 
fit within the window frame. Just 
cover the window frame, or extend 
out onto the wall. 


Curtain lengths may end at one 


of three places — either at the 
sill, the apron or at the floor line. 


In general, most folks are likely 


to make curtains too skimpy rather 
than too full. It's best to have cur- 
tains twice as wide as the window. 
Some materials that are very full 
may be as much as three times 
the width of the window coverage. 


As a rule, side draperies need 


more fullness than most curtains 
that cover the window. Material 
that has little body and no lining 
will look better if it is made very 
full. 


In making tailored curtains it Is 


best to trim off the selvage. After 
laundering the selvage often draws 
up or stretches and causes the cur- 
tain to hang unevenly.

it will be good to check a few rules 
just to see if you are following 
them. 


One of the secrets of good cookie 


making is to chill the dough when 
making1 certain types of cookies. 
Most rolled cookies are formed 
from a soft mixture — but this 
mixture will be more easily han- 
dled if it is. chilled thoroughly be- 
fore rolling. Many homemakers 
make the mistake of not chilling 
and instead flour the board and 
rolling pin liberally, working in too 
much flour and the cookies end up 
rather dry and tough. 


If your cookies don't come out 


that golden brown color, check 
your baking equipment. Use thin 
sheets with no high sides. They 
are best if they are fairly shiny. 
Cookies that are baked in pans 
brown little or not at all on top. 
.Baking sheets require no grcas 
ing for rolled or ice box cookies. 
However, they should be greased 
for drop cookies. For bar cookies, 
select a rather shallow cake tin. 
You may like the method of greas 
ing the pan and then lining it with 
wax paper for bars. 


When greasing a cooky pan. be 


sur« to use a light hand. Too much 
oil on the pan is usually what 
causes the cookies to spread and 
flatten out.

crop each year. How much honey 
has your family consumed this past 
year? Honey has much more value 
nutritionally than sugar. 


Try serving honey as 'Is — or 


mixed with equal parts of butter or 
margarine for honey spread on 
bread, toast, pancakes or waffles. 
You may like the spread made by 
mixing equal parts of honey, pea- 
nut butter and butter. Swiss honey, 
a type of s'prcad, is made by mix- 
ing equal parts honey, butter and 
whipped cream. 


Honey may crystallize as it gets 


older. This crystallization is a na- 
tural process and docs not injure 
the honey in any way. To bring it 
back to liquid form, place the con- 
tainer of honey in a pan of warm 
water until crystals disappear. If 
further heating is necessary, raise 
the container of honey off the bot- 
tom of the pan by putting a rack 
under it. Set the pan over low heat. 
Be careful not to overheat; too 
much heat causes the honey to 
change color and flavor.

It covers every- 
thing from views on Indian .Prime 
Minister Nehru to the operation 
of American overseas libraries.
